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Thou showest loving-kindness unto 
thousands. Great in counsel, and mighty 
in work ; for Thine eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men ; to give 
every one according to his ways, and 
according to the fruit of his doings. 

The days of man are determined, the 
number of his months are with Thee; 
Thou hast appointed his bounds which 
he cannot pass.

Thou, even Thou art Lord alone. 

1 am not worthy of the least of all the 
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mercies, and of all the truth, which Thou 
hast showed unto Thy servant 

God, Thine ancient people brought 
Thy wrath upon Israel by profaning Thy 
Sabbaths, yea, Thy Sabbaths they greatly 
polluted ; grant that Thy day of rest may 
be honoured throughout our land. In 
mercy check Sabbath-breaking ; give our 
people the heart to fear Thee, and to keep 
Thy day of rest 

Lord God of heaven, I beseech Thee, 
let Thine ear now be attentive, and Thine 
eyes open, that Thou mayest hear the 
prayer of Thy servant, which I pray 
before Thee now, day and night, for the 
children of my people, and confess the 
sins of my people, which we have sinned 
against Thee: both I and my father's 
house have sinned.

Howbeit that Thou art just in all that 
is brought upon us ; for Thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly ; neither 
have our kings, our princes, our priests, 
nor our fathers, kept Thy law, nor 
hearkened unto Thy commandments, and 
Thy testimonies wherewith Thou didst 
testify against them ; for they have not 
served Thee in Thy great goodness that 
Thou gavest them, and in the large and 
fat land which Thou gavest before them, 
neither turned they from their wicked 
works ; but they have dealt proudly, and 
hardened their necks, and hearkened not

Lord, hear; Lord, forgive; Lord, 
hearken and do ; defer not, my God, for 
the people that are called by Thy name. 

Behold now, I have taken upon me to 
speak unto the Lord, which am but dust 
and ashes. spare and destroy not for 
the sake of the righteous that are therein. 

let not the Lord be angry, and I 
will speak ; wilt Thou slay the righteous 
with the wicked, and that the righteous 
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should be as the wicked, that be far from 
Thee. Shall not the Judge of all the 
earth do right ? spare for their sakes. 

Our iniquities like the wind have taken 
us away. And there is none that 
calleth upon Thy name, that stirreth up 
himself to take hold of Thee ; for Thou 
hast hid Thy face from us, and hast 
consumed us, because of our iniquities. 
But now, Lord, Thou art our father; 
we are the clay, and Thou our potter ; 
and we all are the work of Thy hand. 
Be not wroth very sore, Lord, neither 
remember iniquity for ever. Wilt Thou 
hold Thy peace, and afflict us very sore ? 

In the day of my trouble will I call 
upon Thee ; for Thou wilt answer me. 

Teach me to humble myself under Thy 
mighty hand, that Thou mayest lift me 
up in Thine own good time. 

God, in trouble enable me to wait 
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more perseveringly on Thee, to cry unto 
Thee, and to hope in Thee; assured 
that not one of them that trust in Thee 
shall be confounded. 

Before I was afflicted, I went astray; 
cause Thou me to be more anxious to 
obtain the benefit intended by the 
trouble, than to have it removed.

Grant me, by the Spirit, to possess 
that charity, which rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth; 
which beareth all things; believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. 

Grant me to be led of the Spirit; so 
as not to be seeking salvation by the 
works of the law, but by the righteous- 
ness of faith. 

Enable me to walk in the Spirit, and 
not to fulfil the lust of the flesh. 
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May my desire and aim be to be perfect 
May I and Thy people be of good com- 
fort; be of one mind; and live in peace. 

Enable me that it may be my con- 
stant endeavour to adorn the doctrine of 
God my Saviour in all things. 

God, suffer me not to walk after 
the flesh, to mind the things of the 
flesh; but enable me to walk after the 
Spirit, to mind the things of the Spirit. 

God, I lack wisdom every day, to 
know what is wanting or best for my 
soul ; wisdom to know my various duties, 
wisdom to meet the different circum- 
stances which occur; grant me wisdom 
from above, that wisdom which Thou 
hast promised to give liberally to every 
one that asks. 

Enable me to live the life which I 
now live in the flesh, by the faith of the 
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Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
Himself for me. 

If a brother be overtaken in a fault, 
enable me, Saviour, to restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness; -considering 
myself, lest I also be tempted. 

God, grant that I may be Thy 
workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 
.unto good works, which Thou hast 
before ordained that I should walk in 
them. 

Oh, pour Thy Spirit upon the ministers 
of Thy Word ; may it not be they that 
speak, but the Spirit of our Father who 
speaketh in them. 

Enable, Lord, Thy servants to 
minister in the Gospel not as pleasing 
men, but God which trieth the hearts. 

In difficulties, and when suffering from 
my own inconsistencies and sins, may I 
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still remember Thine invitations and 
promises. May I again submit myself 
to God ; resist the devil, and he will flee 
from me; draw nigh to God, and He will 
draw nigh to me; cleanse my hands, 
purify my heart, be afflicted and mourn 
and weep, and thus humble myself in 
the sight of the Lord, and Thou wilt lift 
me up. 

God, may I be turned indeed from 
all my former sinful and worldly ways* 
to serve Thee the living and the true 
God. 

God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of glory, give unto me the Spirit 
of wisdom and revelation in the know- 
ledge of Thyself; the eyes of mine 
understanding being enlightened, that I 
may know what is the hope of Thy 
calling, and what the riches of the glory 
of Thine inheritance in the saints, and 
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what is the exceeding greatness of Thy 
power to usward who believe, according 
to the working of Thy mighty power 
which Thou didst work in Christ, when 
Thou didst raise Him from the dead, and 
set Him at Thine own right hand in the 
heavenly places. 

God, however difficult may be my 
duties, enable me still with fear and 

• 

trembling to endeavour to do Thy wilL 

May I be ever waiting for Thy Son 
from heaven, whom Thou didst raise 
from the dead, even Jesus, who hath 
delivered us from the wrath to come. 

Oh, bring me to make it my constant 
endeavour to walk worthy of Thee, who 
hast called me unto Thy kingdom and 
glory. 

Enable me to continue in the faith, 
grounded and settled, and never to 
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be moved away from the hope of the 
Gospel. 

Lord, Thou hast bid us remember 
that many will forsake the right way 
and beguile unstable souls, promising 
them liberty, when they themselves are 
the slaves of corruption. Enable me to 
beware, lest being led away by the error 
of the wicked, I fall from my own 
stedfastness. 

God, may the hearts of Thy people 
be comforted, being knit together in love, 
and unto all riches of the full assurance 
of understanding, to the acknowledgment 
of the mystery of God, even of the Father, 
and of Christ. 

As I have received Christ Jesus the 
Lord, so enable me to walk in Him; 
rooted and built up in Him, and 
established in the faith as I have been 
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taught, abounding therein with thanks- 
giving. 

Oh, that I may know that I am 
indeed risen with Christ ; raised by Him 
from guilt, and from sin, to honour, and 
by and by to possess eternal glory with 
Him. 

God, give me grace continually to 
mortify my members which are upon the 
earth, fornication, uncleanness, inordinate 
affection, and covetousness which is 
idolatry. 

If I be risen with Christ, stir up my 
heart, I beseech Thee, to seek those 
things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth at the right hand of God ; enable 
me to set my affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. 

Lord Jesus, grant me this day much 
of that living water springing up within 
me, even Thy Spirit*s life-giving influence, 
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which Thou hast promised to those who 
ask it of Thee. 

Look Thou upon me, and be merciful 
unto me, as Thou usest to do unto those 
that love thy Name. Order my steps in 
Thy Word, and let not any iniquity have 
dominion over me. 

Enter not into judgment with Thy 
servant. My spirit is overwhelmed ; my 
soul thirsteth after Thee as a thirsty 
land. Hear me speedily, Lord ; hide 
not Thy faceTrom me. 

Lord Jesus, Thou wast made like unto 
Thy brethren, that Thou mightest be a 
merciful and faithful High Priest in 
things pertaining to God. 

I remember the days of old ; I medi- 
tate on all Thy works; I muse on the 
work of Thine hands ; I stretch forth my 
hands unto Thee. Deliver me, Lord, 
from mine enemies ; I flee unto Thee to 
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hide me. Teach me to do Thy will, for 
Thou art my God; for Thy righteousness* 
sake bring my soul out of trouble. 

Lord Jesus, Thou art able to succour 
them that are tempted. 

Thou wilt provide a way to escape, that 
I may be able to bear my trial. 

God, I seek Thee while Thou art to 
be found, and call upon Thee while Thou 
art nigh : have mercy upon me and hear 
me, for on Thy Word do I trust. 

1 said in my haste, I am cut off from 
before Thine eyes; nevertheless Thou 
heardest the voice of my supplications, 
when I cried unto Thee. 

Saviour, Thou art not a High 
Priest who cannot be touched with the 
feeling of mine infirmities. 

All the day long have I been plagued, 
and chastened every morning : so foolish 
was I and ignorant: I was as a beast 
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before Thee. Nevertheless I am con- 
tinually with Thee; Thou hast holden 
me by my right hand. 

Hath God forgotten to be gracious? 
Hath He in anger shut up His tender 
mercies ? And I said, This is my infir- 
mity. I will remember the works of 
the Lord : surely I will remember Thy 
wonders of old. 

The troubles of my heart are enlarged. 

Jesus Christ, Thou art my Advocate 
with the Father. 

Mine eyes fail with looking upward ; 
God, I am oppressed; undertake for me. 

Make Thy face to shine upon Thy 
servant; and save me for Thy mercies* 
sake. 

Blessed be God who hath not turned 
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away my prayer, nor His mercy from 
me. 

I will sing of Thy power ; yea, I will 
sing aloud of Thy mercy ; for Thou hast 
been my defence, and refuge in the day 
of my trouble. Unto Thee, my 
Strength, will I sing; for God is my 
defence, and the God of my mercy. 

Thou, Lord, art a shield for me; 
my glory, and the lifter up of my head. 

Oh, make me watchful and earnest to 
put off anger, wrath, malice, evil speak- 
ing, filthy communication out of my 
mouth; preserve me especially from 
lying or deceit to any, seeing I have put 
off the old man with his deeds. 

Enable me both to put off the old 
man, and with diligence and care to put 
on the new man, which is renewed in 
knowledge, after the image of Thyself, 
who hast created him. 
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God of love and of grace, who hast 
chosen and called Thy people to be both 
a holy and a beloved people, enable me 
to put on bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humbleness of mind, meekness, long-suf- 
fering; forbearing and forgiving, if I 
have occasion of offence against any: 
even as Christ forgave me, so also may I 
do. And over all these enable me to 
put on love, the bond of perfectness : let 
Thy peace rule in my heart : and may I 
be thankful. 

Grant that the Word of Christ may 
dwell in me richly; tnat I may be in- 
structed how in all wisdom to teach and 
to admonish both myself and others: 
singing psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, with grace in my heart* to the 
Lord. 

May I be so filled with the Spirit, that 
whatsoever I do in word or deed, I may 
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do all in the Name of the Lord Jesus, 
giving thanks to God and the Father by 
Him. 

In whatsoever state I am, teach me and 
enable me to be content. 

God, when the ungodly prevail and 
the wicked prosper, may I not fear, but 
remember that Thou art the Ruler and 
Judge. Yea, with mine eyes shall I 
behold and see the reward of the wicked. 

my God, supply all my need, accord- 
ing to Thy riches in glory, by Christ 
Jesus. 

Enable me to be careful for nothing; 
but in everything, by prayer and suppli- 
cation, with thanksgiving, to make my 
request known unto God. 

Enable me to stand fast in the Lord. 

God, Thou hast set superiors over 
me ; enable me with good-will to be doing 
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them service, as to the Lord and not to 
men ; knowing that whatsoever good thing 
any one doeth, the same shall he receive 
of the Lord, whether he be bond or free. 

God, enable me to be patient unto 
all men. 

Enable me to prove all things, and to 
hold fast that which is good. 

God, may I be filled with the know- 
ledge of Thy will, in all wisdom and 
spiritual understanding. May I walk 
worthy of the Lord, to please Him in all 
things ; being fruitful in every good work, 
and abounding in the knowledge of Thy- 
self ; strengthened with all might, accord- 
ing to Thy glorious power, to all patience 
and long-suffering with joyfulness. 

Saviour, keep me from fear or dis- 
couragement at what may be before me. 
I can do all things through Thee; for 
Thou dost and wilt strengthen me. 
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God, so work in me, and so keep me 
stedfast, that I may stand perfect and 
complete in all the will of God. 

Saviour, in Thee may I rejoice 
always ; yea, always rejoice. 

God, may Thy peace, which passeth 
understanding, keep my heart and mind, 
through Christ Jesus. 

Think upon me, my God, for good. 

May my conversation be in heaven : 
from whence also may I be looking for 
the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Grant that this one thing I may do : 
forgetting the things which are behind, 
and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, may I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus. 

Whatsoever things are true, whatso- 
ever things are honest, whatsoever things 
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are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report : if there be any 
virtue and any praise, give me grace to 
call to mind, and to think on these things. 

God the Father, I would give thanks 
unto Thee for myself and for all others 
whom Thou hast made meet to be par- 
takers of the inheritance of the saints in 
light: who hast delivered us from the 
power of darkness, and hast translated us 
into the kingdom of Thy dear Son. 

God, I desire always to count all 
things but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord:

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Lord Jesus, teach me to make Thee 
my aim, object, and end in all that I do : 
thus, to me, to live may it be Christ. 

Grant, Saviour, that I may rejoice 
when it is given to me on behalf of Thy- 
self, not only to believe on Thee, but also 
to suffer for Thy sake. 

Lord, enable me in lowliness of mind 
to esteem others better than myself; and 
not to look on my own things, but also 
on the things of others. 

May my conversation be as becometh 
the Gospel of Christ. 

God, I pray that my love may 
abound more and more in knowledge and 
in all judgment; that I may approve 
things that are excellent ; that I may be 
sincere and without offence till the day of 
Christ, being filled with the fruits of righ- 
teousness, which are by Jesus Christ, unto 
the glory and praise of God. 
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Oh, may I count always those things 
which were once gain unto me loss for 
Christ. 

Oh, grant that I may not now seek 
mine own things, hut the things which 
are Jesus Christ's. 

Oh, may the same mind be in me 
which was also in Christ Jesus. 

Lord Jesus, enable me to stand fast, 
striving for the faith of the Gospel ; and 
may I and Thy faithful people be joined 
together to do this in one spirit, and with 
one mind. 

Gracious God, Thou hast given to Thy 
people consolation in Christ, comfort in 
love, and fellowship of the Spirit ; grant 
us, then, to be like minded, having the 
same love, being of one accord, of one 
mind. 

God, who dost, according to Thy 
good pleasure, work in me to will and to 
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do, enable me to work out my salvation 
with fear and trembling. 

Grant me to increase and abound in 
love to all Christians, and towards all 
men. 

Lord, enable me and my Christian 
friends to comfort one another, and to 
edify one another. 

Grant me, blessed Jesus, not to sorrow 
as those without hope for them that 
sleep in Thee; those that sleep in Thee 
will God bring with Thee. 

Do Thou never allow me to go beyond 
or to defraud my brother in any matter. 

God of peace, sanctify me wholly. 
May my whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

May I ever receive Thy Truth, not as 
the word of men, but as it is in truth, the 
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Word of God, which effectually worketh 
also in them that believe. 

May my speech be always with grace, 
seasoned with salt, that I may know how 
I ought to answer every man. 

Lord, enable me at all times to behave 
myself holily, justly, and unblamably 
towards all. 

Enable me to walk within my house 
with a perfect heart. 

Grant that I may continually provide 
for honest things, not only in the sight of 
the Lord, but also of men. 

Enable me to walk in wisdom towards 
those that are without. 

Enable me to give always unto servants 
that which is just and equal, knowing 
that I also have a Master in heaven. 

Lord, make me to be obedient to those 
that are set over me, and to serve in sin- 
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gleness of heart, as unto Christ ; not with 
eye-service as men-pleasers, but as the 
servant of Christ, doing the will of God 
from the heart. 

Teach Thou me to know the love of the 
Spirit, His grace, patience, kindness, long- 
suffering, and strivings with the soul. 
Keep me from grieving the Spirit. 

Enable Thou me to pray without 
ceasing, and in every thing to give 
thanks. 

Enable me to watch, and to be sober ; 
not to sleep as do others, but to be sober, 
putting on the breast-plate of faith and 
love, and for a helmet the hope of salva- 
tion. 

Blessed Jesus, as Thy disciple may I 
see that I render not evil for evil to any 
man ; but that I ever follow that which 
is good in my intercourse with fellow- 
Christians and all others. 
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Enable me to be patient, firm in faith, 
and stedfast in any persecutions and tribu- 
lations wbich I may be called to endure. 

God, fulfil in me all the good 
pleasure of Thy goodness, and the work 
of faith with power, that the Name of the 
Lord Jesus may be glorified in me, and I 
in Him, according to the grace of our 
God, and of the Lord Jesus Christ 

Now our Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
and God even our Father, which hath 
loved us, and hath given us everlast- 
ing consolation, and good hope through 
grace, comfort our hearts, and stablish us 
in every good word and work. 

Lord, enable me to stand fast, and to 
hold the truths which I have been taught. 

God, grant that the Word of the 
Lord Jesus may have free course and be 
glorified. 

Do Thou Thyself, Jesus, the Lord of 
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peace, give me peace always, by all means. 
Lord, be with me. 

Enable me with quietness to work, and 
to eat my own bread. 

Saviour, Thou wilt not fail me, nor 
forsake me ; enable me, then, to be strong 
and of a good courage, yea, very coura- 
geous to do according to all Thy com- 
mandments, to turn not from them to the 
right hand or to the left! 

Lord Jesus Christ, Thou who didst 
come into the world to save sinners, give 
me to know Thee as thus supplying my 
greatest need, as faithful to Thy pro- 
mises and the work which Thou hast 
undertaken, as able and willing to save 
me this day and for ever. 

Enable me to render obedience to Thy 
commandments from love, out of a pure 
heart* and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned. 
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God, may Thy grace be exceeding 
abundant towards me, producing faith 
in and love to Christ Jesus. 

Grace, mercy, and peace be to me 
from God our Father, and Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

Unto the King eternal, immortal, 
invisible, the only wise God, be honour 
and glory, for ever and ever. Amen. 

God, give wisdom and guidance to 
our rulers, and maintain their authority, 
that I and Thy people may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty.

Enable me in all cases where I may 
be called to judge not to prefer one 
before another; to do nothing by par- 
tiality. 

Enable me to meditate continually on 
the truths and duties of Thy Word. 
Enable me to give myself up to a 
serving of Thee; and may my profiting . 
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by Thy Word appear from day to 
day. 

Enable me to lay home upon myself 
carefully and faithfully all the command- 
ments of Thy Word, that I may be 
blameless. 

Enable me, my Saviour, to be faith- 
ful to Thee, faithful to myself, faithful in 
my various relations, and faithful to all 
men in all things. 

Lord, enable me, as Thou hast com- 
manded, to be diligent in my duties to 
my family, also in comforting, aiding, and 
showing kindness to Thy people, and 
diligently to follow every good work. 

Enable me to watch my words ; to 
abstain from tattling, meddling with the 
concerns of others; or from speaking 
those things of others and of their 
concerns which ought to be kept secret. 

Lord, keep me from ever despising 
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those whom thou hast set over me. May 
I gladly honour them at all times, 
whether present or absent, and specially 
delight to honour and serve such of them 
as love and serve Thee. 

Lord, keep me from that pride which 
would engage me in debating foolish 
questions, or in strife about mere words 
or things of no importance. Keep me 
from all perverse disputings against what 
may be good or true. 

Keep me from ever joining in perverse 
disputings of those who would speak for 
covetousness or worldliness; from such, 
as Thou hast commanded, enable me 
always to withdraw myself. 

Teach me, Lord, if called upon 
to rebuke an elder or a superior, to 
know how to entreat such an one; and 
when rebuking, myself to show all 
-purity.

Enable me to fight faithfully and 
effectually the fight of faith. 

Lord, if ever I be called upon to 
exercise authority, do Thou enable me to 
rule well: may it be also my constant 
endeavour to submit myself to my supe- 
riors, and to aid and support them in 
their authority. 

Teach Thou me to intercede for others. 
Grant that my heart may be drawn out 
in supplications, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks for all men. 

Enable me to be content : not to desire 
to be rich; but, having food and rai- 
ment, therewith to be content. 

. Give me to understand from Thy 
Word what I ought to flee : may I flee 
covetousness, worldliness, and fleshly 
lusts. 

Make it to be my constant determina-

tion and effort to lay hold on that eternal 
life, to which Thou hast called me. 

Lord, if Thou givest me abundance of 
this world's good, preserve me from being 
high-minded, or from trusting in uncer- 
tain riches; but may I trust in the living 
God who giveth me richly all things to 
enjoy: may I seek and be enabled to 
find opportunities for doing good : enable 
me to be rich in good works, to be ready 
to distribute, willing to communicate, 
laying up in store for myself a good 
foundation 1 against the time to come, that 
I may lay hold on eternal life. 

Lord, there will be oppositions to Thy 
Word and Thy Gospel, of science, falsely 
so called, which oppositions are profane 
and vain : enable me to avoid these, and 
to hold firm the truth which Thou hast 
revealed. 
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Enable me to endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

Saviour, may I be willing to be dead 
with Thee, that I may also live with 
Thee: to suffer, that I may also reign 
with Thee: to confess Thee, and to be 
faithful and believing; for Thou abidest 
ever faithful to Thy Word. 

Enable me to study to show myself 
approved of God; so working and labour- 
ing unto Thee as not to need to be 
ashamed. 

Lord, Thou knowest them that are 
Thine : receive me as Thine, nor let any 
ever pluck me out of Thine hand ; and as 
Thine, and naming the Name of Christ, 
enable me to depart from all iniquity. 

Enable me to flee youthful lusts, but 
to follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the Lord 
out of a pure heart. 
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Make Thy Word profitable to me for 
doctrine, for reproof for correction, and 
instruction in righteousness. 

God, may I understand the object of 
Thy Word, and desire it for myself; that 
"the man of God may be perfect, tho- 
roughly furnished unto all good works.'* 

Teach me to hide Thy Word in my 
heart* that I may not sin against thee : 
let it be my meditation all the day. 

Enable me to be watchful in all 
things. 

Give me grace, day by day, to fight a 
good fight, to keep the faith, and to set 
my mind on that crown of righteousness 
which Thyself wilt give at that day to 
every one of those who love Thy ap- 
pearing. 

Do Thou, Saviour, deliver me from 
every evil work, and preserve me unto 
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Thy heavenly kingdom. To Thee be 
glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

Assist me to discern what those foolish 
and unlearned questions are which do 
gender strifes, and enable me to avoid 
them. Suffer Thou me not to strive, 
but enable me to be gentle to all men, 
patient, in meekness to instruct those 
that oppose themselves. 

Enable him whom Thou hast appointed 
to watch over my soul to show himself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the Word of truth. 

Give me wisdom to discern those pro- 
fessors who have a form of godliness, but 
deny the power thereof; from such, give 
me grace to turn away. 

Lord, grant that my doctrine, manner 
of life, purpose, faith, longsuffering, cha- 
rity, patience, and endurance of trials 
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may be in exact accordance with what 
Thy Word teaches. 

God, preserve me from a spirit of 
fear, but grant me to possess more and 
more the spirit of power, of love, and 
of a sound mind. 

Suffer me never to be ashamed of the 
testimony of our Lord, nor of those who 
suffer for it; but may I willingly be 
partaker of the afflictions of the Gospel, 
according to the power of God. 

Enable me to beware of those teachers 
and of their doctrine, whose word doth 
eat as doth a canker.

Lord Jesus, Thou art my helper;

God, I lack wisdom; I need it to 
understand Thy Word, to know the 
glory of Thy Gospel ; to be taught my 
necessities, and what my sins are ; to be 
taught my duty, and in what spirit, and 
in what reliance upon Thee I should do 
it; God, give me that wisdom which 
is from above; fulfil all Thy good promise 
to me. 

God, preserve me from wavering; 
may 1 not be tossed to and fro, and 
carried about after objects which draw 
my mind from seeking Thee ; may I not 
be carried about with every wind of 
doctrine; may I not be in appearance 
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seeking Thee, and yet be turning after 
Mammon; may my heart and conduct 
not be one moment towards Thee, but 
soon away from Thee ; Oh, give me to 
seek Thee with a true heart, unre- 
servedly, perseveringly, and consistently, 
for Christ's sake. 

God, in mercy work Thy work 
thoroughly upon my heart ; then, when 
tried, may I endure the trial; and so 
receive the crown of life promised to them 
that love Thee. 

God, work by Thy Spirit upon my 
soul. The commencement, the carrying 
on even to the end must be from Thee. 
Every good gift and every perfect gift 
is from Thee. And I may look to 
Thee, and trust to Thee for all ; for with 
Thee is no variableness nor shadow of 
turning. 

Lord Jesus, enable me to be a doer 
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of Thy Word, and not a hearer only, 
deceiving myself. 

Grant that I may ever be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath. 

Lord Jesus, enable me to bridle my 
tongue ; and give me grace to be faithful 
in judging myself; for if I fail in bridling 
my tongue, my religion is vain. 

God, as Thy people are begotten of 
Thine own will, by the Word of truth, to 
be a kind of firstfruits of Thy creatures, 
enable me to give Thee all the glory of that 
blessed change ; may Thy Spirit work on 
me by Thy Word ; and may I be holy, 
and consecrate all my faculties to Thee, 
as the firstfruits which were dedicated to 
Thee. 

God, the Father of Lights, with 
whom is no variableness, Thou art the 
fountain of wisdom, holiness, and felicity. 
I may derive all from Thee. Every good 
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gift, and every perfect gift is from Thee ; 
sin and evil come from our own lusts. 
May I know Thee, and trust to Thee; 
and receive every good gift that I need. 

God, enable me to possess always 
a firm confidence in Thy Word and 
promises; and that what 1 ask accord- 
ing to Thy will, and the direction of 
Thy Word, I shall assuredly receive. 
Help me to draw nigh to Thee, and to 
ask in this confidence. Preserve my 
faith from wavering; and enable me 
to persevere, and not to faint in calling 
upon Thee. 

1 beseech Thee to draw out my love 
towards those poor of the world whom 
Thou hast chosen, who are rich in faith, 
and heirs of the kingdom which Thou 
hast promised to them that love Thee. 

May it be my constant aim and desire, 
in purity of spirit, and an undefiled con- 
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sistency of conduct, to approve myself in 
Thy sight; to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to keep 
myself unspotted from the world. 

Gracious Saviour, may I know the 
evils, and be aware of the deadly poison 
of the tongue ; humble me on account of 
these ; and give me Thy grace to enable 
me to rule the tongue. 

Lord Jesus, preserve me from a 
spirit to dictate to others, to assume over 
them, or to judge them. Fix in my mind 
the warning of Thy Word, that if I 
presume to do this, I expose myself to a 
severer judgment from Thee. 

Mercifully keep me from a respect of 
persons; from having too much regard 
to men's wealth, apparel, or position, and 
from despising, disregarding, or dis- 
honouring the poor. Give me to under- 
stand and remember always that law 
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of liberty by which I shall be judged; 
and may I speak and act according to 
it May I ever show that mercy which 
I hope to find ; and may it be my aim 
in my whole conduct to others, to fulfil 
the royal law of Scripture, to love my 
neighbour as myself. 

Enable me to recognise and to believe 
that my temptations come from my own 
sinfulness; it is my* own lust which 
would draw me away; it is this lust 
which is in myself which entices me to 
sin, and wkich would finish by bringing 
me to eternal death; from sin and 
its consequences, I look to Thee of Thy 
mercy and grace to preserve me. 

God, enable me to lay apart all 
filthiness of sin, and that over-abounding 
of malice and evil, which springs out of 
the heart ; and to receive with meekness 
Thy Word, to be grafted into me, and to 
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grow in me, which is able to save my 
soul. 

Enable me to count it all joy when I 
meet with any trial which Thou mayest 
appoint, knowing that it is sent to work 
patience; and may nothing hinder pa- 
tience from producing its mil work upon 
my soul ; so that my trial may thus lead 
to my possessing what was lacking: 
yea, may all Thy gracious end be ac- 
complished, to complete in me what was 
wanting. 

God, help me to inquire carefully 
what is my faith : Is it dead and worth- 
less, or alive and fruitful? Grant that 
my faith may be real, the work of Thy 
Spirit; may it ever bring forth the 
fruits of love, a holy fear of God, denial of 
self, and an overcoming of the world. 

Saviour, never allow my faith to 
decline in its works, to become dead ; but 
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enable me to abound in all its works, ever 
more and more. 

Enable Thou me to maintain con- 
sistency in my words. I take Thy holy 
Name on my lips; I offer to Thee the 
sacrifice of those lips: Oh, may I be 
careful, feeling that they are consecrated 
unto Thee ; let not foolish, angry, 
unkind, or worldly talk defile them. 
May my mouth never be a fountain to 
send forth sweet waters and bitter. 

In my walk and conduct keep me 
from everything boastful, unbecoming, or 
arrogant; but may I manifest continually 
the meekness of wisdom. 

Lord, keep me from envy and ill- 
will in my heart; and may I never 
allow or justify these sinful feelings 
because they are against those who do 
wrong, or who hold false opinions. 

Thou, who searchest the hearts, 
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cleanse and purify my heart from wrong 
or worldly desires. May I never come 
before Thee in prayer to utter what in 
reality are expressions of wrong lusts of 
my own heart. May I not ask for that 
which if I had it, would gratify or 
encourage any evil lust. Keep me when 
in prayer from asking amiss. 

My corrupt nature lusteth to envy; 
it desires what others have, and be- 
cause it has it not, it manifests ill-will ; 
my evil nature is continually inclined 
to this, either secretly, in the depths 
of my heart and even unknown to 
myself, or in the words and conduct 
which this sin originates. Oh, give me 
more grace, grace to meet this evil 
within ; to overcome it in my heart, and 
to hinder its evil influence upon my words 
and conduct. 

Thou who resistest the proud, but

givest grace unto the humble, enable me 
to humble myself before Thee ; cause me 
day by day to feel more deeply my need 
of grace, and more humbly and earnestly 
to seek grace from Thee. 

Oh, keep me from desiring the friend- 
ship of the world, for it is enmity with 
God. 

Oh, preserve me from being warped, 
or in any way drawn by a desire of this 
world's friendship. 

Lord, grant me moderation, and a 
regard to Thy will in every earthly 
desire. May I look to Thee, to give me 
what Thou wilt, and to appoint for me 
as it may please Thee. May I not in 
envy and strife seek to obtain for myselfj 
but humbly make known my requests 
unto Thee. 

God, enable me to judge myself 
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faithfully as to whether I am guilty as 
an adulterer or an adulteress before Thee, 
by having been drawn to the world, to 
love or to seek its friendship; whether 
what I professed to yield to Thee, the 
best affection of my heart, has been 
fouled and defiled by that which is really 
enmity against Thee. Oh, awaken me 
to a proper sense of this sin, and in 
mercy save me from it. 

God, who hast bid me examine 
myself, confess my sins, and return unto 
Thee. Enable me to submit myself to 
God; enable me to draw nigh to Thee, 
then wilt Thou draw nigh to me; to 
cleanse my hands from all sin, and to 
purify my heart from double-mindedness ; 
may I be afflicted, and mourn, and weep 
for backslidings, and inconsistencies, and 
sins; and enable me really to humble 
myself in Thy sight, and Thou wilt lift 
me up. 
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Preserve me from that wisdom accord- 
ing to this world, which leads to envy, 
evil-speaking, and strife; which makes 
an appearance, and deceives many, but 
is really earthly, sensual, and devilish, 
and which leads to confusion and every 
evil work. 

God, bestow upon me that wisdom 
which is from above; which is first 
pure, then peaceable, and easy to be 
entreated ; and is full of mercy and good 
fruits, without partiality, and without 
hypocrisy. 

Enable me to be in all my bearing 
and conduct a maker of peace, and to 
endeavour continually in peace to sow 
righteousness ; and grant me to see the 
fruit of righteousness produced around. 

God, when I am tempted to judge a 
brother, enable me to feel what I am, 
and before whom I stand. Thou art 
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the great Lawgiver, able to save and 
to destroy. Who am I that I should 
judge another ? Put a fear of Thee into 
my heart, and keep me from evil-speaking, 
and judging my brethren. 

Keep me from a proud forgetfulness 
that my life is even a vapour, which, 
with all its beauty, soon vanishes away : 
enable me then ever to feel and speak as 
knowing that my life is continued to me 
by Thee ; and that my desires and pro- 
jects can only come to pass, as Thou 
wiliest. May I be kept from boasting of 
to-morrow, or from forgetting my entire 
dependence upon Thee. 

God, Thou givest opportunities each 
day to perform duty, or to do good; 
enable me to notice them, and to use 
them, as they pass; and to remember 
continually that he that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not, to him it is sin. 
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Lord, whatsoever I may suffer from 
injuries or in toil, all shall be made right 
at Thy coming ; and it waxeth nigh. Oh 
may I be patient, and may I be firm in 
my Christian purposes, my faith, my 
conduct, and my profession. Stablish 
Thou mine heart; and grant me pa- 
tiently to wait Thy coming and the ful- 
filment of Thy promises. 

All Thy people have endured; they have 
all exercised patience ; may I see from 
Thy Word what the end of the Lord is ; 
and that in all that Thou puttest upon me 
to bear, Thou hast a good and gracious 
end in view ; and art very pitiful and of 
tender mercy. 

When I am afllicted, may I remember, 
it is Thine invitation, that I may pray ; 
and that when merry, I may rejoice 
in Thee and in Thy Truth; may I 
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then praise Thee and Thy works in 
psalms. 

Lord, Thou hast mercifully en- 
couraged and even bidden us to pray for 
one another in sickness; and also for 
any brother who has sinned against 
Thee ; enable me to do this in sincerity 
and love.

and make their efforts effectual to the 
turning of me to Thyself and to Thy 
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Truth again ; and thus to the forgiving 
of my sins of backsliding. 

Now the God of peace be with us all.

Lord God, I pray Thee, send me 
good speed this day. 

Lord, prosper, I pray Thee, Thy 
servant this day. 

God the Lord, the strength of my 
salvation, Thou hast covered my head in 
the day of battle. Grant not, Lord, 
the desires of the wicked; further not 
his wicked device ; maintain the cause of 
the afflicted, and the right of the poor. 
Surely the righteous shall give thanks 
unto Thy Name ; the upright shall dwell 
in Thy presence. 

Thou, God, reignest in the earth. 

1 will praise Thee, Lord, with my 
whole heart; I will show forth all Thy 
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marvellous works. I will be glad and 
rejoice in Thee; I will sing praise to 
Thy Name, Thou most high.

If a fiery trial should try me, may I 
think it not strange ; but be enabled to 
rejoice, in as much as I am a partaker of 
Christ's sufferings, that when His glory 
shall be revealed, I also may be glad 
with exceeding joy. 

Keep me, Lord, that I grudge not 
against any; being envious or dissatisfied, 
so as even to venture to murmur or com- 
plain, for what he is or has; lest I be 
condemned. Fix the remembrance in 
my mind, that Thou wilt shortly be my 
Judge in all these matters. 

God, at times I feel that Thy will is 
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difficult to do ; and I am very unworthy ; 
but. Thou givest more grace; may this 
Thy merciful promise be Mailed to me.

of Thee. 

1 have come to Thee, Jesus : and 
grant that I may now be built, a living 
stone on Thee the living foundation ; and 
grow, as all the stones of the spiritual 
house do, receiving from Thee support, 
and life, and growth. 
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Give me to know, God, the Stone 
which Thou hast laid in Zion, elect and 
precious. I come to build on this: to 
build on Him, and I shall not be con- 
founded: give me to rest all my hopes 
on Him: to know daily more of His 
preciousness : and also to grow by the 
influence which He communicates. 

God, if through Jesus Christ I am 
admitted to be one of a holy priesthood, 
enable me continually to offer up spiri- 
tual sacrifices to Thee, through Jesus 
Christ.

Enable me to be such in heart that I 
may have confidence towards God ; and 
whatsoever I ask receive of Thee, because 
I keep Thy commandments, and do those 
things that are pleasing in Thy sight. 

God, Thou art righteous: may 
it be manifest that I am born of God ; in 
that I do righteousness. 

God, teach me to love the brethren ; 
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may I have the confidence that I have 
passed from death unto life because I love 
the brethren. 

God, if my heart condemn me, may 
I have no rest till sin is confessed, 
forsaken, and forgiven: for Thou art 
greater than our heart, and Thou 
knowest all things. 

Grant that I may be undefiled in the 
way, and walk in the Law of the Lord : 
yea, keep Thy precepts diligently. 

Lord Jesus, Thou hast told me that 
many go out from Thy people, and thus 
make manifest that they were not of 
them : grant that I may be Thine indeed : 
Thine both in heart and life: and pre- 
serve Thou me from leaving Thy Truth, 
or Thy way. 

Blessed Jesus, I look to Thee for that 
unction from Thyself, the Holy One, that 
I may know all things.

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Grant me, gracious Saviour, to know 
the Truth: and so to distinguish every 
lie, that it is not of the Truth. 

gracious Saviour, as the anointing 
teacheth me of all things, and is truth, 
and as it hath taught me, so may I 
abide in Thee. 

Grant that the Truth may abide in me, 
yea remain in me : thus shall I continue 
in the Son and in the Father. 

God, this is the promise that Thou 
hast promised us, even eternal life: in- 
cline my heart to trust, gratitude, hope, 
and love. 

Lord Jesus, may I abide in Thee; 
that when Thou shalt appear, I may 
have confidence, and not be ashamed 
before Thee at Thy coming. 

Gracious Saviour, keep me from being 
disappointed or grieved, if the world 
know me not: for it knew Thee not. 
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Gracious Saviour, enable me to walk 
in the faith of Thine exceeding great 
promises ; though it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be. 

gracious Saviour, may I daily grow 
in the knowledge of Thee: and long for 
that time when if I am Thine, I shall be 
like Thee, for I shall see Thee as Thou 
art. 

God, may Thy great love to us 
make me feel and know how I ought to 
love the brethren. 

Gracious God, grant that I may really 
love Thee, and that my love to Thee may 
show itself to be genuine, and to bear 
its proper fruits by my loving all the 
brethren. 

Jesus, Thou art the Son of God ; 
may I be taught to know this, to believe 
this, and rightly to profess this. 

God, Thou art Love. Give me to 
x 2 
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know and believe Thy love. Grant 
me to love Thee, and ever to love 
Thee : for he that dwelleth in love, 
dwelleth in Thee, and Thou in him. 

Gracious Saviour, Thou wast mani- 
fested to take away our sins; and in 
Thee is no sin : may I see Thee, and 
know Thee, and abide in Thee, and sin 
not. 

Saviour, may it indeed be the case, 
and be manifest, that I am born of God, 
that I do not commit sin. 

gracious Saviour, grant that I may 
possess that love to the brethren, by 
which I may know that I have passed 
from death unto life. 

God, may I dwell in love, and thus 
may the love to Thee which is in me 
be made complete, for I should then 
be in the world as Christ was, and so 
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I may have boldness in the day of 
judgment 

God, grant me according to Thy 
commandment to believe on the Name 
of Thy Son Jesus Christ, and that I and 
Thy people may love one another, as He 
gave us commandment. 

God, if my heart condemn me, Thou 
art greater than mine heart, and Thou 
knowest all things. Save me from sins 
of the heart or life, so that my heart 
may not condemn me, and I may have 
confidence with God. 

Lord Jesus, Thou hast bid me to beware; 
for that men with false doctrines will 
arise, who will be of the world, and 
speak of the world, and the world will 
hear them. Grant that I may ever hear 
Thy Word, and Thy servants who speak 
according to Thy Word ; and turn away 
from those who speak otherwise.

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God, Thou didst send Thine only 
begotten Son into the world that we 
might live through Him. Give me to 
know that love which was thus mani- 
fested. When we were enemies, Thou 
didst love us, and didst send Thy Son to 
be the propitiation for our sins. Open 
Thou mine eyes to see this wondrous 
love. Give me by Thy Spirit a love to 
Thee, and may I love the brethren. 

Lord Jesus, keep me from marvelling 
if the world hate me. Give me to be 
wise and harmless, to be circumspect and 
consistent; and may the hatred of the 
world turn to me for a testimony. 

Lord Jesus, Thou hast given to us 
Thy Word; he that is of God heareth 
it, and he that is not of God heareth it 
not; hereby may I know the spirit of 
truth, and the spirit of error. May I 
ever rest upon Thy Word, and know 
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the Truth, and take nothing for the 
Truth which is not found therein. 

God, may Thy Spirit's power, by 
which souls are born again, ever work in 
me. He that is born of God, loveth 
God. Grant me that I may more and 
more know Thee, and love Thee; for 
God is Love. 

gracious God, enable me to ap- 
proach Thee with that love which 
casteth out fear. May I feel that 
I love Thee, because Thou hast first 
loved me. 

God, give me so to believe that 
Jesus is the Son of God, by the operation 
of Thy Spirit, that it may be plain that 
I am born of God; ever do Thou in- 
crease this faith in me. 

God, by whom souls are born 
again, may I love Him that begat ; and 
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loving God, love all that are begotten of 
Him. 

God, enable me to show my love to 
Thee whom I have not seen, by my love 
to my brother whom I have seen. May I 
obey from my heart Thy commandment, 
that he who loveth God, love his brother 
also. 

God, this is the love of God, that 
we keep His commandments; and Thy 
commandments are not grievous. Oh, 
give me to love Thy commandments, and 
to keep all of them. 

Saviour, Thou didst come by water 
and blood ; grant that I may derive con- 
tinually both blessings from Thee, the 
cleansing away of all sin by Thy blood, 
and the continual sanctification of myself 
by the Holy Ghost. 

Blessed Spirit, Thou hast borne 
witness both to the water and the blood ; 
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Jesus came with both : enable me to 
receive Thy witness, to trust to, and 
receive of both. 

God, enable me to live always in 
the exercise of that faith which over- 
cometh the world. May I rightly and 
fully believe that Jesus is the Son of 
God. 

gracious God, convince sinners that 
they believe not ; and that as they have 
not Christ, they have not life. 

God, by Thy Spirit make it more 
and more evident in me that I am born 
of God ; in that I sin not, and that I 
keep myself, and that wicked one 
toucheth me not. 

God, increase my faith in Thy 
promise to hear me when I ask; and 
having asked according to Thy will, may 
I know that I have the petition which I 
desired of Thee. 
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God, Thou hast promised that when 
we ask for a brother who has sinned, 
Thou wilt give life for them that sin not 
unto death; incline my heart to plead 
with Thee for this when any fall, believing 
that Thou wilt answer such prayer. 

gracious Saviour, Thou the Son of 
God hast come, and for this end; give 
me an understanding that I may know 
Him that is true, and that I may he in 
Him that is true; that is, in Thyself, 
His Son. 

God, give me faith ; make it more 
evident that I do believe in the Son of 
God ; and thus may I know that I have 
eternal life. 

great God, Thou Thyself hast borne 
witness and hast testified of Thy Son. 
Enable me to receive in faith the witness 
of God, " Jesus Christ came by water 
and blood/* He came thus for me. 
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May I believe, look for, and receive the 
blessings which He came to bring. 

God, I know that he that hath not 
Christ, hath not life ; give me to desire 
increasingly that Christ Jesus may be 
made known to all, be believed in by 
them, and they find life in Him. 

God, enable me to receive the testi- 
mony which Thou hast given of Thy 
Son, and to believe on the Son of God ; 
and may I have the witness in myself, 
receiving and rejoicing in the Truth, and 
feeling its influence. 

gracious God, blessed be Thy Name 
for the record which Thou hast given of 
Thy Son, " That Thou hast given unto 
us eternal life, and this life is in Thy 
Son." Glory be to Thee for this. " He 
that hath the Son hath life;" whatever 
I lose or need, may I have Christ. 

God, send out Thy faithful servants 
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into the world which lieth under the 
wicked one ; to bring sinners from dark- 
ness to light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God. 

God, how many of those dear to me 
in the flesh, still lie with the world under 
the wicked one, and are still willingly 
under his rule. Open Thou their eyes ; 
draw them to Jesus: may they know 
Him as their Saviour, Redeemer, and 
Deliverer from Satan's power. 

God, I once did not receive the 
record which Thou hast given of Thy 
Son ; I showed by my constant disposi- 
tion and practice that I regarded it not : 
yea, by my unbelief I made God a liar. 
Humble me under a sense of my guilt in 
thus sinning against Thee; and grant 
that nothing may ever draw me, or bring 
me into this state of unbelief again. 

God, I once lay under the power of 
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the wicked one; glory be to Thee for 
rescuing me from his power, and enabling 
me to overcome him. 

Lord Jesus, many deceivers are 
entered into the world, who confess not 
Thy coming in the flesh, or its great 
objects : may I ever be upon my guard ; 
suffer me not to be led away or injured 
by any such ; but, as I have Thy Word, 
may I know the Truth, and walk in it 
Enable me to look to myself that I lose 
not those things which I have wrought, 
but that I obtain a full reward. 

Lord Jesus, keep me that I turn not 
aside from Thy doctrine ; being perverted 
or led away from it: this would prove 
that I have not God. But grant me that 
I may abide in Thy doctrine, then shall 
I have both the Father and the Son. 

Saviour, if there come any to me 
professing to be a teacher of Christ, who 
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brings not Thy doctrine: enable me to 
be careful in no way bo to receive him as 
to help and further him : grant me the 
courage not to profess good-will to his 
work, or to wish him prosperity in it: 
for if I do this, I am a partaker of his 
evil deeds. 

Lord Jesus, give me a love to Thy 
faithful ministers, and ever to value their 
communications: may I rejoice to see 
them face to face, and thus may their 
joy and mine be made full. 

Gracious Saviour, enable me to see the 
evils which spring from a desire of pre- 
eminence over others, both in what it 
leads to say and to do. May I follow 
not that which is evil, but that which is 
good. 

gracious God, reveal Thyself to me 
that I may see Thee, and be of God, and 
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do good because I am of God, and follow 
that which is good. 

God, enable me so to act in all 
things as that I may deserve a good report 
from all men, and be in strict reality 
what I seem to be, and act consistently 
with the Truth itself. 

gracious God, may I derive benefit 
from seeing Thy servants face to face; 
may both they and I be taught how to 
improve such opportunities ; and by Thy 
grace be enabled diligently and profitably 
to use them. 

Lord Jesus, incline my heart ever 
to love those who have gone out for Thy 
sake to the heathen, giving up their 
prospects at home. May I help them 
forward for Thy sake. May I receive 
such always, and desire to be a fellow- 
helper to the Truth. 

, Grant that the Truth may be in me, 
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and that I may walk in the Troth; and 
thus that my soul may prosper. 

Grant that it may ever be a re- 
joicing to me to hear when friends can 
testify that others walk in the Truth; 
and may it be a great joy to me to hear 
that those who did begin well, continue 
to walk in the Truth. 

O God, enable me so to be in reality, 
and so to act, that those who may speak 
against me as an evil-doer, may, by the 
good works which they shall behold, 
glorify God in the day of their visitation. 

O God, enable me to do faithfully 
what I do for the brethren, or for 
strangers whom Thy work or service 
may bring to me ; that I may show love 
to them, and forward them in their 
works, from a regard to Thee, and to 
their labour for Thee. 

Blessed God, Thou hast warned us as 
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Thy dear children to beware of idols. 
Oh, may nothing occupy Thy place in 
our hearts. Enable us with care to 
keep ourselves from all idols. 

May I be taught of Thee more and 
more to love all the brethren, and 
especially those who show most evidently 
that they are Christ's disciples; may I 
love them in the Truth, for the Truth's 
sake, which dwelleth in us, and shall be 
with us for ever. 

May grace be with me, mercy and 
peace, this day and continually, from 
God the Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of the Father, 
establishing me in truth and in love. 

God, with all my heart would I 
bless Thee for the Truth which dwelleth 
in me, and for the love of all them 
toward me that have known the Truth. 

Lord, I rejoice greatly before Thee 
t 3 
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that any of my children or my friends 
walk in the Truth even as we have 
received a commandment from the 
Father. 

Lord Jesus, may Thy command to 
love one another never seem as a new 
commandment unto me, though I need 
it to he again and again brought before 
me. May I feel always that I had it 
from the beginning. 

Lord Jesus, only do I love Thee, if I 
walk after Thy commandments; enable 
me by Thy grace to do so. This too is 
Thy commandment, that as I heard 
from the beginning, when I first learned 
the Gospel, I should walk in it. Enable 
me to hold fast, and to act in accordance 
with the simple truth of Thy Gospel. 

Lord Jesus, may I be so taught of 
Thee, that if any one of Thy people 
suffers as a Christian, even to the death, 
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I may not be ashamed, but glorify God 
on this behalf. 

Lord, enable me in any persecutions 
or difficulties which may arise to me for 
Thy sake, to glorify God for them ; and 
may I, as Thy dying servants have done, 
at all times commit the keeping of my 
soul to Him in well-doing, as unto a 
faithful Creator. 

Lord Jesus, grant that it may be ever 
my desire and endeavour, that God may 
be glorified, through Thee, in all that I 
do. Enable me to use hospitality 
without grudging ; what God has given 
me of wealth, may I minister it for 
the benefit of others, specially of the 
brethren, as a steward intrusted with it 
by God; and whatsoever gift of what- 
ever kind He hath bestowed upon me, 
may I use it for the good of others, ac- 
cording to the ability which God giveth. 
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Lord Jesus, grant me more and more 
of the desire to be clothed with humility; 
and when the hand of God is upon me, 
grant me then especially to be humbled. 
Lord, keep me from exalting myself; 
may I look to the hand of God to lift 
me up. 

Saviour, Thou who hast bid Thy 
people cast all their care upon Thee, for 
Thou carest for them; enable me con- 
tinually to do this; the cares for my soul, 
the cares for my body, the cares for my 
family and others; to cast all my cares 
upon Thee. 

Thou God of all grace, who hast 
called me unto Thine eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that I have suf- 
fered awhile, make me perfect, stablish, 
strengthen, settle me. To Thee, God, 
be glory and dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 
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gracious Saviour, Thou hast given 
to me exceeding great and precious pro- 
mises; enable me then to add to my 
faith virtue, and to virtue knowledge, 
and to knowledge temperance, and to 
temperance patience, and to patience 
godliness, and to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness, and to brotherly kindness charity ; 
and grant that these things may be in 
me and abound. 

blessed Trinity ; I trust that I have 
been called; I look to be sanctified by 
God the Father, and preserved in Christ 
Jesus,; may mercy, peace, and love be 
multiplied unto me. 

God, grant unto me that I may 
earnestly contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints; both 
against ungodly men, who turn the grace

Thou, who art able to keep me from 
falling, and to present me faultless before 
the presence of Thy glory with exceeding 
joy ; I trust to Thee, I look to Thee for 
this. To Thee, the only wise God, our 
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Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion 
and power, now and ever. Amen. 

Lord Jesus, grant me to desire, seek, 
and to possess the blessing, which is pro- 
nounced upon him that readeth, or that 
heareth the words of Thy book, and who 
keepeth those things which are written 
therein. 

Lord Jesus; Thou comest with 
clouds, and every eye shall see Thee, and 
they also which pierced Thee; and all 
kindreds of the earth shall wail because 
of Thee ; even so. Amen.

Am I saying in 
my heart, that in religion I am rich and 
increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing ; and does this therefore keep me 
from coming to Thee, feeling my need 
from Thee, and humbly and earnestly 
looking to Thee for what I have not at all 
in myself? Oh, grant that Thy solemn 
warnings and still continued invitations 
may work upon my heart ; may I come 
to Thee, as Thou dost counsel me, and 
be supplied for all my necessities. 

Blessed be Thou, Saviour, that

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whom Thou dost love, Thou dost rebuke 
and chasten. Grant that Thy rebukes 
may not be unnoticed or unheeded by 
me. May Thy chastenings work their 
proper end ; when rebuked or chastened, 
enable me then to be zealous and repent. 

Lord Jesus, how often hast Thou 
knocked at the door of my heart, and 
still Thou art graciously knocking. 
Great has been Thy patience, long- 
suffering, and mercy; and as great my 
ignorance, folly, and perverseness of heart. 
Oh, may my heart now be set open. 
Enter, Saviour, and take mine heart 
to be Thine own for ever; take it to 
keep it as Thine own, and to rule there ; 
and give to me, an unworthy sinner, to 
feel and know the joy of Thy presence. 

Worthy art Thou, Lord, the Lamb

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God, in lowly adoration would my 
soul prostrate itself before Thee, and join 
with the angels and company round Thy 
throne, in ascribing unto Thee, and to the 
Lamb, salvation. 

God, Thou hast especially warned 
me against everything that defileth, or 
worketh abomination, that is connected 
with idolatry, or maketh a lie ; work in 
me a continual fear and dread of such 
things; and keep me from in any way 
favouring or inclining to them ; and 
from loving, allowing, or making a lie. 

God, grant me the heart to value 
more and more every portion of Thy 
Word; may I never dare to add to 
what Thou hast said, nor wish to 
diminish aught from it. 

Lord Jesus, from the throne of 
God and of Thyself flows the river of life; 
Thy Spirit saith, Come; stir up Thy 
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♦Church on earth to say more plainly, 
Come: enable me also individually to 
invite and induce sinners to come, and to 
take of the water of life freely. 

Saviour, the river of life flows con- 
tinually ; may I thirst more and more 
for this ; may I not thirst for things 
earthly; but come and drink of this 
freely, continually, and abundantly. 

Saviour, Thy people shall see Thy 
face, where there shall be no curse ; they 
shall serve Thee, and be kings for ever 
and ever. Glory be to Thee. 

Lord Jesus, Thou dost come quickly ; 
keep my heart ever longing for Thine 
appearing. Amen. Even so, come 
Lord Jesus !
